‘Tho recent debate in the German Reichs- 
tag on Veneauela, in which the Imperial 
Chancollor gavo an explicit statement con- 
cerning the official attitude of Germany 
toward the United States and other parts 
of the American Continent, is thus refer- 
red to by the Chicago “Chronicle” : 


‘The Chancellor declared that Germany’ 
intonded neithor to land troops, to mako 
conquests, nor to violate the integrity of 
the South American Republics. He ‘also 
hdmitted that Germany was able to es 
tablish her Venezuelan claim only through 
common action with England and Italy. 
He alleged that “the mere money stand- 
point must not control in such cases. We 
fare not submit to breaches of the law.” 
‘At no timo since the American revolution 
hhas thero been a lack of sincere friendship] 
between the people of this Republic and 
tho people of Germany. Their mutual 
friendship was aa sincere before the recon: 
stitution of the German Empire as it has 
been coutinuously since that time. To- 
day there ia undoubtedly a potulance in 
Germany toward the United States. It

‘The same paper makes the following 
reference to the recent ratification of the 
Panama Canal Treaty by the United States 
Senate: — 

Tho ratification of the Panama Canal 
Treaty by the Senate during the past 
week completes another step in the plans 
that have heen under way for a good many 
Years to connect the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans. It will be remembered that since 
1894 the French Government had been at 
work on a canal project at Panama under 
the well-known De Lesseps Company. 
Then the United States took up the pro- 
ject of constructing the canal through 

iearagua. A good deal of money was 
expended in making surveys and” plans 
generally were in good shape for going 
ahead with the enterprise. Then 
French Company offered to sell out its 
catire Panama enterprise and to turn over 
to tho United States all of the rights it 
enjoys under its franchise upon the ps 
ment. of $40,000,000. The plans for the 
completion of the Panama enterprise are 
somewhat more elaborate than those lai 
down by the De Lesseps ss The 
waterway is to be made wide enough and 
deep enough for the largest vesels now 
in service on the Atlantic—32 feet. The 
diteh, howover, will be made 35 fort deep 
because of the less buosancy of the fresh 
and warm waters of the Ina de 
tailed roport, General Henry L. Abbot of 
tho United States Engineers, who was a 
member of the International Commission 
which examined the ruins of the De 
Lesaope enterprise, stated that the work 
actually done by the old comipany is esti- 
mated to havo cost $125,000,000, and in 
the same report estimates that the enter- 
prise can bo completed for $100,000,000. 
From these figures it is apparent that the 
United States is making a good bargain 
in purchasing the canal and its franchises 
for $40,000,000. Notwithstanding the 
French Company squandered moni 
many ways it was not idle and really kept 
at work. The completed canal with the 
Panama railroad thrown in, will thus cost 
the United States about $140,000,000. 

Tho revival of the race question 
provoked a great deal of animated discus- 
sion in papers of all shades of political 
opinion.

The measure providing for an increaso 
in tho Income Tax, and a reduction of the 
exemption limit will shortly be on the 
Statute Book. : 

Like all other Incomo Tax Bills this 
«no is proposed “for this year oniy,” but 
like other such visitors may bo expected 
to outstay its welcome. The clauses of 
the new Bill arefar-reaching, most wage- 
carners coming within the Treasurer's 
claws.

On the other hand, Phenix 
Park, with its fine trees, undulating 
slopes, velvety lawns, and wide stretches of 
rich, soft grass, is as superior to Hyde 
Park as a nobleman’s demesne is to a 
comnion. Sackville Street, with its con- 
tinuation the O'Connell Bridge, its statues 
and its .,elson Pillar, is a fino thorough- 
fare, though the houses and public build: 
ings in it fail to reach a proportionate 
standard of height and look dwarfed in con- 
sequence, Before leaving this chapter of 
my Dublin impressions, Ict me register a 
solemn denunciation of College Green. 
Tho ingenuous mind pictures it as a public 
an oasis in a desert of houses. In 
it is an irregularly shaped open 
spaco in front of tho Bank of Ireland. It 
is stony, cabstandy, and has as little green 
ubout it as there is between the Mansion 
House and the Royal Exchange. Col- 
lege Green is a fraud. The sooner the 
Trish are allowed to put a Parliament: on 
it, the better. 


In proportion to its size—the popula- 
tion is barely a quarter of a mithon— 
Dublin has plenty of show-places Not 
every city can boast of two cathedrals, 
ono Testored by a distiller and the other 
by a brewer: “our spiritual helper and 
our stout supporter,” the Dublinites call 
them. It was a lordly, magnificent way 
of spending money. Scores of men build 
brand new churches or chapels, but to few 
is it given to rescue a cathedral from 
decay, fill up the gaps in its venerable 
walls, and complete the purpose of its 
ancient builders. My sympathies were 
aroused when I learnt that one of these 
large-minded men afterwards fell into 
financial trouble, which he might have 
escaped if he had kept his thousands for 
himself. St. Patrick's is perhaps the 
more interesting of the two fanes, on 
aceont of its association with Dean 
Swift. One would have thought. his fame 
was groat- enough to entitle him to at 
Jeast a statue here, but he has to be 
content. with a bust and tablet. The 
Castle is an unpretentious collection of 
brick buildings disposed around {wo court- 
yards, but its Chapel Royal is interestin 

‘ono of the rara specimens of lori 
Gothic conceived and excented in the days 
of Georgian ugliness. The Four Courts 
ara effective from a distance 
interior of the central hall is disappoi 
ing. “It is adorned,” the guidebook 
quaintly says, “with statues of Truth, 
Chicf Baron Joy, and tho great Lord 
Plunket." Round the inside of the domo 
js a row of micdallions whereon are depict- 
ed the features of sundry great lawgivers, 
amongst them Confucius, who is represent- 
ed with an clegant curling beard and 
moustache. But-the most remarkable sight 
in Dublin is in an old church, St. Michan’s, 
hidden away in a back street behind the 
Four Courts. If sou make friends with 
the sexton, he will take you into the vaults 
d introduce you to some deceased 
itizens who have made an untstally suc- 
cessful resistance to the destroying hand 
of time. Though they hare been lying in 
their coffins more than two hundred 
years, their limbs are perfectly flexible 
and some of their internal organs are in- 
tact. though changed into a leathery sub- 
stance. You can poke about among their 
bones and feel their lungs if you have a 
mind to this kind of thing. The church 
xras built on the site of an oak forest, and 
it is supposed that the impregnation of 
the soil with the tannin of the oakbark 
accounts for the singular preservation of 
tho bodies. ‘Though many centuries hare 
passed since the forest. was cleared away, 
the soil retains its peculiar properties even 
now. The sexton showed me a dead bird

When the 
water is over tho mud, the Liffey simply 
looks like a river of ink, but when tho 
tide is low and the summer sun beats on 
the black slime, the stranger longs for the 
sea breeze that sweeps in from the bay 
but recoils abashed from the Liffey air. 
T stood on the quay as long as I could, 
between the river and a cabstand, and 
attempted to analyse the effluvium. Tt 
seemed to have a mysterious association 
with the past, and finally it dawned upon 
mo that when I last experienced anything

Guinness’s stout, which is 
good and wholesome enough for anyone, 
is brewed with canal water. 

This brings me to that greatest of all 
iblin institutions, Guinness's Brewery. 
iewed from the material standpoint 
alone, it is unmistakeably a big thing, is 
Guinness's. It eovers forty acres of 
ground. One Inmdred waggon loads of 
porter leave its gates every day. It con- 
sumes twenty times ay much barley as the 
whole of Ireland produces. It contributes 
£650,000 a year to the national revenue. 
The limited liability company which owns 
it paid Sir E. C. Guinness (now Lord 
Treagh) six millions sterling for the pro- 
ports. It has its own post-office, makes 
its casks and prints its labels. Tt has a 
small railway system of its own, connected 
with every line in Treland; and if it 
wanted to ran its trains along the streets

Mere capa- 
bility would not de; the expert devoid of 
th might jar on the refined feelings of 
his colleagu Still, the man who comes 
up to the Guinness ‘standard and enters 
the ranks of their elect has no reason to 
complain. He is well paid, well treated, 
not cast. altogether aside when his 
of usefulness aro over, which is quite 
as creditable to Guinness’s as the million 
and a half of barrels of honest stout that 
turns out every year.

Scenery of the most. picturesque kind 
lies right at Dublin's door. An electric 
tram will take son up the Hill of Howth, 
at the top of the © described by Dublin 
Bay. To the eastward, you can sce right 
accoss tho Trish Channel in clear weather 
and distinguish the outlines of Snowdon, 
nearly seventy miles away, with » good 
glass. From Killiney Hill, at the other 
oxtromnity of the curve, one can sweep the 
rock-bound coast as far south as Bray 
Head, and pick out. the tiny hole bored 
through the edge of the cliff by the rail- 
way tunnel. Beyond are the hills and 

ales of Wicklow, which, in my opinion, 
are every whit as beantifl and fascinating 
ax anything in the neighbourhood of the 
much better known ‘Trossachs. AU tho 
best parts cf this region aro within easy 
reach of tha city, and admirable facilities 
for visiting them aro offered by the Du- 
blin, Wicklow and Wexford Railway, Tho 
line follows tho coast. as far as Wicklow, 
where it turns inland, and, from Rathdrum 
to Woodenbridge, rans through lovely 
Wooded valley, hemmed in by great green 
hills. In. this are the far famed villugo of 
Ovnca and the Meeting of the Waters: the 
junction of the rivers Avonmore and 
‘Avonbeg. The spot certainly has a tranquil 
beauty of its own, though I am not pre- 
pared to enrlorse the poot’s descrintion too 
literally ; there are plenty of valleys queio 
ag sweet as Ovaca, Someone has built 
horrible stuccoed public-house within an 
easy stone's throw of Tom Moore's oak, 
and the distant hillside is marred by the 
chimneys and slag-heaps of a copper mine. 
Nevertheless I spent a very restful and 
refreshing quarter of an hour under the 
tree on the little neck of land between 
the two streams, until prosaic fears of 
rheumatism—one can never sit on Trish 
grass with any peace of mind—drove me 
away. ‘The tree is in a very decrepit state 








































































and. will mot last much longer. Relic: 
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hunters have undermined its constitution 
by cutting strips of bark off. 

From Kathdrum station a car takes you 
over a tree-embowered road from which you 
catch enchanting glimpses of a vall-y far 
below. The roud descends by degrees and 
brings you t+ the stream, whee it flows 
through what is called the Vule of Ciara. 
I do uot know who Clara was, but sie 
certainly showed guod judgment in chuosing 
this charming piece of scenery to be named 
after her, few miles further on, the 
valley widens out into a great cleft in 
the hills; a small lake, with a larger lying 
immediately beyond it, comes into views 
and mighty hills, their loina thickly clothed 
with firs, rise abruptly from the water's 
edge in the far distance and shut in the 
Pitorama. ‘This is Glendalough, tne valie. 
of the two lakes and the seven ehurches. 
‘These las’ are tho human element in a scene 
of wild natural grandeur. ‘They are all that 
is I-ft of an early Christian’ settlement, 
founded here some thirveen hundred years 
ago. ‘The walls of one are almost intact, of 
the others little is left but the founda- 
tions. I do not think I evuld have swung 
weatin the largest of these buildings ; in 
any cuse the experiment was impracticable, 
becnuse Thal no cat. Tho ouly reason 1 
can assign for so many smull churches be. 
ing built 80 close to one auother is that the 
flock must have differed on points of 
doctrine and found it necessiry to worship 
separately. ‘he largest ruiu, called the 
Cathedral, was doubtless ‘the parish 
church, aud the others were built’ from 
time to time, I suppose, by members of the 
congregation who did not care for the 
incumbent's style of preaching or suspected 
him of iax views or wantel more inusi 
hud some equally valid motive. Pri 
and parishioners have carried theic di 
ences into a preater temple there many 
centuries and left no sign of their existence 
anve these battered walls aud mosy graye- 
stones. 

‘To conclude, having spent neurly a week 
in Ireland it would certainly wrong for 
me, as a good globe-tretter, not to 
judginent on the national character.
